THE COMET OF 1843. 

Weare indebted to Lieut. Giiiss for trans- 
lations from late bulletins of the Academy of 
Sciences, Paris, embracing observations upon 
the Comet, and other interesting matters. We 
have room to-day only for the first two notices 
of the Comet, by M. Araco, read on the 20th 
and 27th March. The laborious and excel- 
lent observations of Professor WALKER, at the 
High School, Philadelphia, together with those 
of Professor BartTLeTT, at West Point, which 
we have published, so far from excluding from 
our columns any further notice of this remar- 
kable phenomenon, give additional reasons to 
record the observations of other astronomers. 

The opinion of Professor WaxkeEr that the 
comet actually touched the surface of the sun, 
it will be seen, was also advanced by M. 
PLANTAMOUR, but not sustained by Araco. 


Monpay, Marcu 20, 1843. 


At the request of the President, M. Araco gave 
the following account: nt 

I commence by declaring that the luminous me- 
teor, so extended, of a form so extraordinary, with 
which the attention of the public is now so much 
occupied, is a true comet; for we have seen and ob- 
served the nucleus of this body : the first day it was 
concealed in the vapors of the horizon. 

The suddenness of its apparition has justly sur. 
prised every one. On the same day, and even at the 
same hour, the Juminous train, in short, the tail of 
the new star, was remarked at Paris, Brest, Tours, 
Sevres, Ferté-sous-Jouarre, Reims, Neufchatel in 
Switzerland, Salins, Marcilliat, (Allier,) &c, 

Have observers, more active, more zealous, more 
clear-sighted, more skilful, seen the comet before 
the 17th? This is not an object of pure curiosity, 
for it implies the form and position of its orbit. The 
question cannot be resolved at the observatory of 
Paris. In short, behold what was the state of the 
heavens in this city, at the time when the comet 
should have been seen during the evenings which 
preceded the 17th. 

March 8, 9, 10, obscured; 11, very cloudy ; 12, ob- 
scured; 13, obscured to such a degree that a lunar 
halo was seen and measured ; 14, obscured and rainy ; 
15, obscured ; 16, fine; but the moon, then full, rose 
at 6h. 59’. (The light of the moon entirely effaced 
that of the new comet.*) 

I present an extract from the registers of the Ob. 
servatory at Paris: “ Friday, 17th March, at 7h. 30’ 
P. M., mean time, the comet was observed; but the 
nucleus could not be seen. Respecting the direction 
of the tail, we found a portion of it between ¢ Ceti 

* Since this communication, M. Arago has received two letters, 
whence there is proof that, without the bad weather, the tail of 
the comet could have been seen before the 17th. One of these 
letters is from Mr. Cooper. ‘his astronomer, now at Nice, saw 
the tail Sunday 12th, at 7h.

“Saturday, March 18, at 7h. 10’, P. M., we began 
to see, though with difficulty, the first traces of the 
tail; it was only well seen at 7h. 30’, the heavens 
being very clear. ‘Ihe nucleus was observed

“The nucleus is then very near » Eridani. The 
tail passes between + and 0 Eridani, parallel to the | 
line formed by (, «, 5, of this constellation. It covers | 
the group x, «, A, » Leporis, and the least perceptible 
traces appear to extend to ) Leporis, towards the 
middle of the space contained between the two stars. 
The tail is then 43° long; its breadth by measure- 
ment does not exceed 1° 2’. It presents a slight 
curve, with its convexity towards the north. 


* Sunday, March 19.—We saw the first traces of the 
tail at 7h. 15’; the sky less pure than yesterday ; oc- 
casional vapors, and light and transparent clouds oc- 
cupy the southwestern part of the horizon. ‘The po- 
sition of the nucleus is: 

“A Th, 45’ 40” § Right ascension, 43° 56’ 00” 

m. t. Paris, } Declination, — 9° 30’ 27”

“The comet is then approaching the north pole, 
and its difference of right ascension with the sun is! 
increasing. The nucleus is 1° 45’ east of » Eridani : 
the tail passes below Z, #, 5, Eridani, above y, from 
which it is distant 1° 30’; it covers the group 4, x, A, 
vy, Leporis ,and its extremity is just above ¢ Leporis. 
It is then 41° 30’ long; its breadth is about 1° 15’, 
aud has been determined by comparison with the 
field of the comet-seeker. The curvature of the tail 
appears less sensible than yesterday. To-day the nu- 
cleus is much more brilliant, and much better de- 
fined.” 

It is not necessary to inform the Academy that 
the two determinations of the position of the nucleus 
in right ascension and declination, are insufficient 
for computing the orbit. We must wait a third ob- 
servation. Immediately afterwards we can decide 
whether it is a new comet, or, on the contrary, one 
formerly observed. ‘Then we will calculate its dis. 
tances from the earth and sun, the absolute dimen- 
sions of the tail, &c. 

I may mention here the angular and absolute di- 
mensions of divers tails of comets, in order to show 
how much persons are deceived in asserting that no- 
thing similar to the new star has ever been visible in 
the heavens.

Fron an observation made in 1531 by Pierre Apian, 
and which has since often been confirmed, one is 
assured that the actual tail of the comet is directed 
towards the sun. 

The tail is not only remarked by its angular ex. 
tent and its hairy-like form ; it is of a uniform bright- 
ness throughout its whole breadth; perhaps there 
may be a maximum density towards the centre, (at 
least, divers observutions have appeared to indicate 
it;) whilst ordinarily the tails of former comets have 
been seen nearly black at the centre and brilliant at 
its extremes. The conical form, void of matter, 
which marks this last object, is not therefore gene- 
ral. We have attempted, by employing the most 
sensible and delicate instruments, to discover traces 
of polarization, whether in the light of the tail of 
the comet or in the zodiacal light; but have not ob. 
tained any traces of it sufficiently distinct or evident. 
One of these two negative results, the absence of 
polarization in the tail of the comet, will merit mi- 
nute discussion when the elements of its orbit shall 
be known, 

We were assured by divers means on the 18th, that 
the zodiacal light was brighter than that of the tail 
of the new comet. We recognised then, and this 
has much importance, that the first of these lights had 
a rosy hue, of which we could not perceive traces in 
the tail. This coloration seems to lead indirectly to 
consequences on which direct observation had Icft 
an absolute doubt.

M. Araco continued his account of the new comet. 

It appears by a letter from the Engineer of Roads 
and Bridges at Bergerac, that the tail of the comet 
was seen in that city on the evening of 10th March. 

There is but one mode of deciding whether the 
comet now visible has been observed in past time; 
and this consists in examining whether the curve 
in which it moves is identical with the orbit of any 
one of the one hundred and forty comets of which 
we have records in astronomical] catalouges. There is 
still one of the terms of comparison wanting; the 
two observations made at the observatory (mentioned 
on the 20th) are insufficient to determine the form 
and position of the parabolic curve that the comet 
déscribes. Since the last sitting of the Academy, 
clouds and vapors near the horizon have prevented 
our seeing the nucleus. 

For want of truly scientific data, we may satisfy 
public impatience by conjectural conclusions. We 
may remember then, that in the month of March, 
1668, Cassini saw at Boulogne, immediately after 
twilight, a luminous train from 30° to 33° long by 
about 14° broad, which, issuing from the constella- 
tion Ceti, extended itself along Eridani, being par- 
tially lost in the vapors of the horizon. It was also 
remarked that this light began to appear at the same 
time as stars of the third and fourth magnitude situa- 
ted in its vicinity, and advanced slowly each day 
towards the north. 
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~All this agrees in a striking manner with the form 
and progress of the tail of the comet of 1843. 

On the 2d March, 1702, Maraldi saw at Rome “a 
long train of light similar to the tail of a comet, just 
after twilight. It left the star ¢ (Bayer) Ceti a little 
to the north and passed between t Eridani and & 
Ceti, extending itself along the former constellation. 
Its eastern extremity was between ¥ Eridani and the 
most eastern part of the same constellation, situated 
about the tropic of Capricorn. It was directed to.

Maraldi recognized that the light of 1702 was seen

from the sun should have permitted it to be seen 
about the middle of February. 

“The head of the comet appeared to me to have | 
a diameter about 1’ or 1’ 30,” and presented an aug.

If we suppose the perihelion distance found by M. 
Pluntamour to be perfectly exact, it leads us to the | 
consequence, that the comet had actnally penetrated 
the luminous matters of the sun on the 27th Feb- | 
ruary 0.0045, being less than 0.0046, the radius of 
the body, the centre of our system.

If 
their jast conelusions are correct, viz., that the Comet 
did, on the 27th of February last, strike the sun and 
rebound, it is the most remarkable event in the an- 
nals of astronomy. In making such a suggestion, 
our friends have exhibited much independence and 
reliance on the correctness of their researches. They 
have had no foreign nor collateral aid from any 
source ; they have had to rely upon their own obser- 
vations, for no others in the United States, yet re- 
ceived, were nice enough to be used in this delicate 
discussion. The only thing at all likely to give pro- 
bability to their conclusions, from any foreign source, 
is a letter of Encke in the London Times of the 14th

Dear Siz: On the 8th instant Professor Kendall 
and myself, through the medium of your columns, 
pointed out the resemblance between the cémets of 
1668, 1689, and 1843. We also mentioned that the 
orbit of the comet of 1843, computed on the supposi- 
tion of its being a parabola so as to pass through its 
observed places on the 20th of March and 9th of 
April, gave its place 228” too much advanced on the 
30th of March. We mentioned that this excess could 
not be made to disappear by using a parabola, or hy- 
perbola, without giving an orbit in which the comet 
must have passed through the body of the sun. From 
some trials which we made, it appeared that the ten- 
dency of the true eurve was towards an ellipse. 
Messrs. Kendall, Downes, and myself have since 
given this subject a mere thorough examination, and 
are led to the conclusion that no orbit can be found 
that will give the observed places of the comet with 
absolute precision without locating the perihelion 
point many thousand miles within the body of the 
sun. We also find that, waiving for the present this 
seeming paradox, an hyperbola can be found which 
will pass perfectly through the middle, as wéll as the 
first and last places. The use of this partigular conic 
section was necessary ; we could not satisfy the ob- 
served places with either an ellipse or a parabola. 
We are therefore forced to conclude, in the present 
state of our information, that the comet, since its first 


appearance, hasbeen departing from the sun in an 


orbit called an hyperbola, which, continued in the 
imagination backwards to its perihelion point, passes 
into the body of the sun half way to its centre. 
If this view of the subject is correct, this comet, 


' whether identical or not with the comets of 1668 and 


1689, cannot again return, but must leave us to visit 
some other solar system. We mention these facts 
and analogies as they present themselves, leaving to 
others to form their own conclusions. We have 
given to the public the places of the comet, derived 
from our observations; we now give the statement 
of the only orbit with which we can perfectly repre. 
sent its path among the stars. Other astronomers 
wil] doubtless review these results, and perhaps be 
more successful. The method which we adopted to 
decide, which of the three conic sections is the true 
curve, is that of the celebrated Gauss, invented and 
used for the purpose of computing the orbits of the 
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new planets. This method, though very complex and 
laborious, has one advantage over all others, inas- 
much as it commences without any hypothesis re- 
specting the kind of conic section in which the body 
moves, leaving this decision to be derived, freo from 
bias or prejudice, from the Newtonian law of gravity 
and the known dimensions of the system, combined 
With the observed places of the comet. This paradox 
of the orbit passing through the sun, it is incumbent 
on astronomers to explain, unless they can show that 
it does not take place. If its existence is established, 
and the experience of Encke at Berlin confirming 
our own seems to indicate that stch is really the 
fact, this will be the second remarkable paradox in 
the solar system brought to light by comets during 
this century. Every one has read of the accelera- 
tion of the mean motion of Encke’s comet, and the 
gradual shortening of the mean distance from the 
sun, so that the comet never returns to the same 
perihelion point whivh it left at a former revolution, but 
comes nearer the sun, and, after passing the perihe- 
lion, departs in a curve which, prolonged back wards in 
the imagination, passes nearer the sun than the point 
actually traversed by the comet. Now, all this is mat- 
ter of fact, established by repeated returns of this comet, 
and admitted by all astronomers, Encke explains the 
paradox by supposing that the planetary space, from 
the sun’s surface to about the mean distance of Venus, 
is occupied by a very thin resisting medium, which 
sensibly affects this very light body.

THE EXPERIMENT ON THE MISSOURI. 








An attempt has been made, at some cost to 
the Government, to get rid of the upright 
chimney or smoke-stack on board this vessel, 
by cutting it off a little above the deck, and in- 
serting into the stump two horizontal pipes of 
smaller bore, one leading into each wheel- 
house, that the smoke might be discharged 
there. The alterations were completed some 
two weeks ago, when the fires were lighted 
up to give the experiment a trial. The results 
were announced, with no gentle flourish of 
trumpets, as highly satisfactory, exceeding, 
it was said, even the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of Captain Newron and others. We de- 
ferred any notice of it at the time, in the hope 
that we should be spared the trouble of expos- 
ing the absurdity of the arrangement by the 
vessel herself; for had she attempted to make 
a trip with these pipes, down the bay, in all 
probability she would have been compelled to 
use her sails, or to call a tug to her assistance, 
in order to make a port. 

Even if the draught should have proved 
good into the wheel-houses, the new pipes 
were not sufficient to discharge it; and for that 
reason alone, the combustion necessary to raise 
and keep up the proper pressure of steam, 
could not go on. ‘The annexed diagram re- 
presents a cross section of the old and new

pipes. The diameter .of the old one, repre- 
sented by the larger circle, was about seven 
feet, we believe; of the new ones, represented 
by the smaller circles, it is about three and a 
half feet each, or half that of the larger one. 
It is true, that three and a half is the half of 
seven, and that may be very good arithmetic ; 
but by what course of mathematics it was made 
to appear that two cylinders, each of three and 
a half feet diameter, possess the capacities of 
discharge of one of twice that diameter, we 
are at a loss to conjecture; and that the navy 
should have been burdened with an expense of 
several thousand dollars on account of any ex- 
periment, so evidently impracticable, is matter 
of no little surprise to us, when the most rigid

economy has become so important to its very 
existence. « 

It is presumed that the expe..ence of the 
world -in the construction of furnaces+ and 
smoke-pipes has been such as to enable engi- 
neers, the consumption of the furnaces being 
given, to determine, by fixed and therefore 
philosophical principles, the quantity of gas 
and smoke that will be evolved in combustion, 
and therefore to fix the capacity of the flues 
necessary to carry off and discharge them; 
and it is but reasonable to suppose that the 
engineers who built the Missouri’s engines, 
understood these principles and knew how to 
apply the rules deduced therefrom, and there- 
fore, that the seven feet smoke-stack, which 
has been made to give place to the two little 
horizontal pipes, was just of the proper dimen- 
sions; and any plan which should look to dis- 
charge the smoke and gases from these fur- 
naces, through channels of less capacity than 
the one already in use, should, in our judg- 
ment, not have been hastily entertained.

STEAMER UNION, 


Boston Harsor, May 20, 1843. 

The following is an extract from a letter from an 
officer on board the United States steamer Union: 

** We left Cape Henry on the 16th inst., and are 
now anchored in this harbor; having anchored last 
night at Holmes’s Hole, this morning we resumed our 
course for Boston, and when clear of Nantucket 
Shoals made sail. In passing Cape Cod, the vessel 
ran under canvas, with low steam, twelve and a half 
miles per hour. Steam power has been used the en- 
tire passage, a great part of which has been performed 
against a strong adverse wind and head sea—direct- 
ly against which she has made 7 miles per hour. 

‘‘Under steam alone, unaided by wind, -she has 
accomplished 9 miles per hour. Under canvas she is 
fast, weatherly, buoyant, stiff, and dry. Her per- 
formance has fully evinced the fitness of vessels on 
this plan for the naval service and merchant marine. 

“The consumption of fuel has not been over 12 
tons for each 24 hours of continous steaming. We 
shall soon proceed southerly along the cuast, touch- 
ing first at New York.”—Mudisonian.
